Money for Hie pay roll was sent to 
Black Hollow mine in two buggies in 
charge of these four mem. 
A 
mile 
from their destination a gang of rob­ 
bers sprang up from the brush at the 
Fide of the roadway, and, without at­ 
tem pting to take the money, opened 
fire. 
The bandits used automatic revolv­ 
ers, and the first shot killed Dierkes, 
who was driving 
the 
second 
rig. 
W est also fell a t the first volley. 
Richmond, who was In the rig with 
W est and the money, whipped up the 
horses and fled, 
while 
the robbers 
stood in the middle of the road aud 
continued to fire at him. 


As soon as they saw' the 
first rig 
making a successful escape, the ban­ 
dits left the 
other 
unmolested and 
fled to the woods. 
W hen Dierkes fell dead in the see. 
ond buggy, Oesterie seized the reins 
and whipped up his horse and follow­ 
ed the other rig to the zinc compa­ 
ny’s mine, where 
they 
turned the 
money over to officials. 
The minors 
were paid cif and then joined in the 
search for the robbers. 
Richmond’s quickness of mind and 
bravery in making a dash under fir'' 
saved I he money, 
and 
the miners 
gave him tbr#»e cheers. 
Police officials started from P e r i 
and La Salle in automobiles, ecjuip- 
prd with rifles. Just as the searching 
parties were starting Sheriff Mischke 
wag reached and 
accompanied the 
pursuers. 
Messages have been sent to Spring­ 
field for bloodhounds, and the dogs 
will reach La Salle at midnight.

up is being guarded by watchmen .rn

It was consoling to know’ that 
the wedding coach was able to trav­ 
erse the Charles City roads even at 
that date, and that the bridal couple 
got past the county lines before they 
took to horseback. 
Since that early period and along 
up to the past live years I maintain 
a certain reticence in writing up the 
history of the public roads of this 
particular section of the old common­ 
wealth. 
Enough has been said of 
them by others, those who perforce 
had to travel them regularly and in 
all seasons. 
The day of the old-fash­ 
ioned road overseer seems to be past; 
the irregular force 
of hands, 
each 
bound to give a day or so in labor 
>3ach year to the maintenance of the 
roads, has past. 
This county, divided into three dis­ 
tricts, has a regularly appointed road 
superintendent 
for 
each 
district, 
whose duty it is 
to 
employ 
good 
cams, machinery and men to wort 
the roads of his particular 
district. 
By this method the money f u r n i s h e d 
for road work can be expended in such 
a manner as to give tin* best results, 
and the work done is of not only a 
better but a more lasting nature. 
On or near many sections of the 
roads there are gravel beds, and when 
possible quantities of this material 
are used, especially on pieces of clay 
road, which become 
miry in 
wet 
weather. A thick layer of this gravel 
and sa»d does wonders in solidifying 
these stretches. 
The road machines 
are helping much—in fact, are valu­ 
able in rounding up the roads and 
raising them in the center. 
Clearing 
up the timber on each side of the 
roads, admitting light and sun, has 
dried out places wet so long that up 
to recent date the memory of man 
runneth not to the contrary. 
Many 
ald bridges have been replaced by 
new and more substantial ones, while 
In places terra-cotta piping has been 
installed for cross drains. 
It is gratifying to note that in the 
neighborhood of two hundred miles 
of public highways in this county are 
in such fine condition at the present 
writing that they can be traversed by 
automobiles with safety and pleasure, 
while the ordinary citizen who so far 
has not been able to become an auto 
ow ner, can speed bis nag along at the 
best pace of which the nag is capa­ 
ble without any fear of his plunging 
into broken hedges, bottomless mud 
holes or the like, provided he stays 
in the road. 
It looks today as 
if Charles 
City 
county, so famous as the birthplace 
I of grent statesmen, fine plantations 
and old-time hospitality, will soon be 
, equally famous for its good roads and, 
j in passing, let me say that Superin- 
j tendents Adams of Harrison district.

Mr. Webb also said that deliver” 
is now Inking made to the Katy of 
1500 forty foot, steel under-framed 
box cars, which are being loaded into 
the southwest from the 
St.

station. Early next month the Katy 
will receive the new passenger equip­ 
ment purchased several months ago 
and will plirce'itr service at once sev­ 
eral additional passenger, mail and 
baggage cars. 
The Katy has also placed in ser­ 
vice six new coal hoists for storage 
of coal and will immediately begin 
storing 250,000 tons of coal for eoin- 
l>ar.y use in the handling of its trat- 
fic during the business season. ’Ibis 
will remove the necessity for using 
coal cars for company coal and place 
almost the entire equipment of this 
class at the disposal of the coal oper­ 
ators for the loading of commercial 
coal during the period w:hen there is 
usually a shortage of coal cars.

Jefferson City, Mo., M ay 24.— W ith 
a view of establishing what class of 
immigrants are flocking to Missouri 
and how’ desirable they are, the bu­ 
reau of labor statistics has collected 
information on the subject, covering 
a period of seven years, dating from 
the commencement 
of 
1906 to the 
close of the fiscal year 1912. 
Com­ 
missioner John T. Fitzpatrick 
today 
made public some advance statistics 
on this influx, which affords an inter­ 
esting study for those who are in­ 
terested. not alone in 
sociology and 
economics, but also in the future de­ 
velopment of the state. 
F’acts and 
figures are given on the yellow’ and 
brown “ peril” so far as it pertains 
to Missouri, a commonwealth far in­ 
land. 


The bulletin of Commissioner Fitz­ 
patrick states

years, from the close of 1905 to and 
including most of 1912, a total of 93,- 
099 immigrants entered the seaports 
cf the United States with Missouri 
as their intended destination.

in the fight. 
The burden rests not 
upon the unfortunate individual whc 
has become tuberculous, 
but 
upon 
the community in its ignorance and 


its selfish carelessness. 
W e need a nurse in Sedalia to edu­ 
cate the public to understand

importance of recognizing the barbes* 
symptoms 
of

disease, and to 
make every other consideration beno 
to the fight. 
Cure is a poor weapoi 
against this disease as compared with 
prevention: and one of the reasons 
w hy tuberculosis is regarded as such 
a deadly disease is that the milder 
cases of it are not recognized.

venting the consumptive.
